AMERICAN LEGION: 
Hear “‘Ike’’ 


Making the 27th annual convention 
of the American Legion in Chicago, 
Ill., the occasion for what. he called 
the most important speech of his 
career, Gen, Dwight D. Eisenhower 
threw his full weight behind com- 
pulsory military training, 

Suffering from a cold himself, and 
having left the sick-bed of his wife 
to address his comrades of two 
world wars, ‘Ike’' easily stole the 
convention show, 300,000 Chicagoans 
lining the route from the railroad 
station to give him a rousing wel- 
come, and pressing about his car so 
thickly at. times that military police 
had to clear a path. 

In pleading for compulsory mili- 
tary training, Eisenhower pointed to 
the necessity of having a well- 
trained army to meet immediate 
emergencies, while also developing 
a strong striking force fo command 
the respect. of other nations in our 
dealings for a peaceful postwar 
world, 

In answering religious and scho- 
Jastic critics of such a training pro- 
gram, ‘“‘Ike"' asserted that history 
had proven thut a weak U. S, -could 
not preserve peace, and that if we 
adhered to otrr established princi- 
ples of non-aggression we would 
have nothing to fear from the organ- 
ization of a large, well-equipped re- 
serve army, 


HEALTH INSURANCE: 


Buck Proposal 

Mouthpiece of the U. S. medical 
profession, the American Medical 
Journal took an immediate stand 
against President Truman's recom: 
mendation for a broad national 
health insurance program, labeling 
the proposal as socialistic, 

The Journal directed its fire 
against two of the President's five 
Boints, embracing a pre-payment 
plan for care to be financed from 
pay-roll taxes ar general treasury 
funds, atid calling for government 
support of publie and nonprofit med- 
ical educational institutions. 

Though the Presidente proposal 
would permit the sick to select their 
own doctors or hospitals, and the 
latter to pick their own patients, 
the Journal insisted that ve law 
would Idad to political cotitro 
medical activities. As to ela 
ment backing for certain education« 
al ingtitutions to provide a more 
adequate curricula, the Journal as- 
serted thé power to ladle out funds

In the days that followed Presi- 
dent Truman's message to congress 
urging universal military training 
we, in Washington, waited to see if 
there would be an echo to the Presi- 
dent’s words spoken so earnestly but 
with so little effect on the audience 
before him, There was an echo all 
right but it was an emphatic rumble 
of negation, 

I wasn’t surprised —I read my 
listeners’ letters. 

Tt was interesting to see the way 
the members of congress reacted to 
the President’s message as he de- 
livered it. I watched them with one 
eye on the text af his speech as I 
stood squeezed into the crowd in 
the gallery of the house. 


Varied Reaction 
To Proposal 


Here are some of the sentences 
which I checked as bringing re- 
sponse: 

“.. . above all else, we are 
strong because of the courage and 
vigor and ‘skill of a liberty-loving 
people who are determined that this 
nation shall remain forever free.” 
(Applause). Well, that was a gen- 
eral, non-compromising sentiment. 
Nothing to do with the subject in 
hand, 

There was the statement that we 
didn't lack faith in the United Na- 
tions organization, ‘‘on the contrary 
with all we have, we intend to back 
our obligations and commitments 
under the United Nations charter,” 
(Mild applause, this time.) 

Then came the response to the 
first direct appeal for the measure 
in hand. The President said: ‘'The 
surest way to guarantee that no-na- 
tion will attack us is to remain 
strong in the only kind of strength 
an aggressor can understand—mili- 
tary power.’’ Applause again but I 
had the feeling it was for the senti- 
ment and not the suggested means 
of implementing it. 

When he said that “the basic 
reason for military training” is to 
guarantee safety.and freedom from 
an aggressor, there was another 
demonstration, but not quite as ener- 
getic and many members, I noted, 
refrained from any applause at all. 

The last note js the most em- 
phatic. "Good applause’ followed 
the President's affirmation that “‘un- 
til we aré assured that our peace 
machinery is functioning adequately, 
we must relentlessly preserve our 
superiority on land and sea and in 
the air."” But that is jtist what the 
congress is not willing to do becatse 
it believes the country is not willing 
to have them do it. I am sure of 
that because I know they have been 
receiving, as I have, far more let- 
ters against military training thaa 
in favor of it. 


Must Seil 
Public Program 


Today, a nian who keeps his fin- 
gers on the pulse of congress as- 
Sures mé that there will never be a 
universal military training act until 
a great deal miore “selling’’ has 
been done by those who bélieve in 
it, than has been atteripted so far. 

This man; like the writér, is 4 
convert to the cause, so his expres- 
sion was the reverse of wishful 
thinking.

There is, however, another force 
whith may chaiige the pictiiré = a 
charge in the international set-up 
which. will inject the eleirient of 


fear into the people's attitude and 
since fear starts the adrenalin flow- 
ing that usually means action. 

Meanwhile, there are those who 
feel that complete preparedness not 
only is essential in the interim, even 
though a future world security or- 
ganization is moving swiftly to 
fruition, but that it will also act as 
a stimulus toward such a goal. 

The argument runs briefly; We 
must prepare to enforce peace, or 
prepare to fight a war. Many mem- 
bers of congress realize this and 
would undoubtedly support the 
President's program if they felt they 
could do so without flying in the 
face of the majority opinion of their 
constituents. I do not-intend to use 
this column as a_ platform upon 
which to debate the issue now but I 
would like to present a viewpoint 
expressed by a medical man which 
made considerable impression on 
the Comparatively few Washington- 
ians who heard him address a re- 
cent meeting in the capitol, The 
speaker was Dr, G, B. Chisholm, 
one of the world’s foremost psy- 
chiatrists, who served.as chief medi- 
cal officer of the Canadian army 
and is now deputy health minister of 
Canada. 


‘Maturity’ Needed 
Fer Peace 


His thesis is that ‘‘this is a sick 
world, with an old, chronic but ever- 
more extensive and serious sicke 
ness. Its sickness has recently be- 
come acutely dangerous and the fu- 
ture is uncertain indeed.” 

It is a sickness which has made 
us ‘the kind of people’. who fight 
major wars every 15 or 20 years. 
The ctire is education, Just as in- 
dividuals become neurotic because 
they are not mature, and thus are 
unable to cope with the situations 
they must meet, so the world has 
developed a behaviour pattern 
which produces something which no- 
body wants: war. 

We must have enough people who 
can show tolerance, be patient, and 
above all have the ability to com- 
promise. These are qualities of ma- 
turity, Dr. Chisholm points out, and 
people, mature in this sense, 
would not want to start wars and 
would prevent other people from 
starting them. 

But the doctor realizes that edu- 
cation will not produce such matur- 
ity in one generation. But such a 
state must be realized or we face 
one of two alternatives, Either we 
mtist become a race of trained 
killers, or a race of slaves. 


Until we can achieve edtication 
sufficient to avoid stch horrible 
fates, “for so long as it may take 
to change the bringing up of chil- 
dren enough in this world, our close 
watch on each and everyone in the

world should not be relaxed for a ! 


moment.” The first step in eradicat- 
ing war is an attainable stopgap, 
Dr. Chisholm believes, Security 
must be achieved and the valid 
féar of aggréssioti eliminated. This 
means legislation backed by immie- 
diately available combined force 
prepared to suppress ruthlessly any 
appeal to force by any péoples of 
the world. The admiristration of 
such a force is a delicate problem 
bit it can be devised if and when 
the great power really wants it; 

The second step would be to pro- 
vide the opportunity for ail peoples 
to live on economie levels which do 
hot vary too widely, either geo: 
graphically or by grotips within a 
population. This méatis.a fedistribii- 
tion of material. This {is possible 
since there are eiiotigh résoiirces 
in the world to go arotiid, 

It is impossible in this space to do 
justice to Dr. Chisholm’s views but 
the main points are these: te feels 
that man has developed one consist 
ent pattern of behavior which 
Gaiises hin to indulge in a major 
war at freqtient intervals; that go+ 
itig to war répresénts immaturity; 
that immaturity can only be ciired 
by édiicat ekinting at.childhood

AMERICAN LEGION: 
Hear “‘lke’’ 

Making the 27th annual convention 
of the American Legion in Chicago, 
TH., the occasion for what he cailed 
the most important speech of his 
career, Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
threw his full weight behind com- 
pulsory military training, 

Suffering from a cold himself, and 
having left the sick-bed of his wife 
to address his comrades of two 
world wars, ‘Ike’ easily stole the 
convention show, 200,000 Chicagoans 
lining the route from the railroad 
station to give him a rousing wel- 
come, and pressing about his car so 
thickly at times that military police 
had to clear a path. 

In pleading for compulsory mili- 
tary training, Eisenhower pointed to 
the necessity of having a well- 
trained army to meet immediate 
emergencies, while also developing 
a strong striking force to command 
the respect of other nations in our 
dealings for a peaceful postwar 
world. 

In answering religious and scho- 
Jastie erities of such a training pro- 


- gram, ‘Ike’ asserted that history 


had proven that a weak U. S, could 
not preserve peace, and that if we 
adhered to our established princi- 
ples of non-aggression we would 
have nothing to fear from the organ- 
ization of a large, well-equipped re- 
serve ariny, 


HEALTH INSURANCE: 


Buck Proposal 

Mouthpiece of the U. S, medical 
profession, the American Medical 
Journal took an immediate stand 
against President Truman's recom- 
mendation for a broad tational 
health insurance program, labeling 
the proposal as socialistic, 

The Journal directed its fire 
against two of the Presidént’s five 
points, embracing a pre-payment 
plan for care to bé financed from 
pay-roll taxes or general treasury 
funds, and calling for government 
support of public and rionprofit med- 
{eal edudéational institutions, 

Though the President's proposal 
would permit the sick to select their 
own doctors or hospitals, and the 
latter to pick their own patierits, 
the Journal irsistéd that the law 
would lead to political control of 
riedical activities, As to govern. 
ment backing for certain cducation« 
al institutions to provide a more 
adequate curricula, the Journal as- 
sérted the power to ladle out furids 
wotld résult fn control of mediéal 
schools; 

Speéarheading the opposition to tha 
plati in the senate, Seriator Taft 
(Rep.,; Ohio) pushed an alternate 
bill under which the government 
would increase aid to states and io- 
calities to assure proper treativent 
tor the poverty-stricken, 

Whereas a 4 per cent payroil tax 
On Gafnings tip to $3,600, oF even a 
2 pér cént levy, would add up to 
Substantial déductions saeli weelt, 
Taft déclared that decentralized 
staté or local administration would

As. it was the enemy's 
low-level torpedo assault by 351 
planes sank 4 battleships, 1 medium 
cruiser and 1 auxiliary vessel; heav- 
ily damaged 8 battleships, 3 destroy- 
ers and | auxiliary vessel, and light- 
ly damaged 8 battleships, 1 light 
cruiser and 1 auxiliary.

Glamorize Leftovers 


There is no problem which so con- 
sistently faces the homemaker as 
that of leftovers. Even with ration- 
ing, there were always some bits of 
food that had to be utilized and 
made into palatable meals, 

Leftovers seem particularly prom- 
inent after a big holiday dinner. It 
is then we ‘must 
bring all ingenu- 
ity to bear and 
bring out well 
seasoned, attrac- 
tive casseroles 
from the kitchen.

I'll explain 
what the inclinometer is and how 11 
works. It’s merely a glass tube of 
accurate curvature which contains a 
liquid with an air bubble in it, or a 
steel ball, He has both types—one 
on the lateral and one on the longi- 
tudinal axis of the plane, so he can 
tell when the plane {Is dropping a 
Witg to right or left and also when 
the nose is above of falling below the 
horizon. . .. And these inelinometers 
serve a valuable purpose in banking 
and turning, When the plane is prop- 
erly barked for 4 turn, the bubble 
remains in the middle of the tube, 
even though the plane is banked at 
a very steep angle.

New Veterans’ Hospitals 


Enlargement of the facilities of 
the Veterans’ administration for 
more adequate care of ‘returning 
disabled war veterdns is getting un- 

j der way with the announcement re- 
cently that locations had been ap- 
proved for 19 new veterans’ adminis- 
tration hospitals and additions to 15 
existing hospitals to provide a total 
of 15,276 new beds for Veterans’ ad- 
ministration patients, 

These beds are a.part of the 29,100 
bed program approved by President 
Truman on August 4, and funds for 
the construction program are to be 
requested for the current (1946) fis- 
cal year. The new hospitals are to 
be located at or near: ‘ 

New Haven, Conn., Albany, N. ¥., 
Buffalo, N, ¥., Newark, N. J., Balti- 
more, Md., Washington, D. C., 
Gainesville, Pla,, Clarksburg, W. 
Va., Louisville, Ky., Decatur, IIl., 
Duluth, Minn., Southern Minnesota, 
Towa City, Iowa, Omaha, Neb., New 
Orleans, La,, El Paso, Texas, Okla- 
homa City, Okla., Phoenix, Ariz., 
and Cincinnati, Ohio. 

In the meantime, Gen. Omar N. 
Bradley, Veterans’ administrator, 
has announced appointment of Dr.
